Cheerful news for the party 
yesterday was that NBC News had 
joined a growing list of poll-takers 
predicting' victory tor Reagan. 

It said Reagan could beat 
Democrat Jimmy Carter in a 
general election by 42 to 27 per cent, 
with 18 per cent of voters favouring 
John Anderson, the Republican 
congressman running as an in- 
dependent. It was happy news for 
Republicans who lost the White 
House in 1978 when President 
Gerald Ford was defeated. The par- 
ty has not controlled Congress for 
28 years. 

The Republican Party has 
banished internal divisions and 
handed over firm control to 
Reagan, whose calls for a massive 
defence effort to restore U.S. 
supremacy over the Soviet Union, 
for an end to government in- 
terference In daily lives of 
Americans and for a revitalized 
economy are music to Republican 
ears. 

Republicans believe these are the 
Issues that will convince Americans 
to dump Carter. 

Reagan said as he left Los 
Angeles for Detroit yesterday mor- 
ning that he had still to make a deci- 
sion on his running mate. 

Some candidates such as Indiana 
Senator Richard Lugar have openly 
courted the job. Others like former 
UN ambassador George Bush wait 
quietly in the background. 

Most Republicans think the best | 
candidate Is Ford, who emphatical- 
ly declares he does not want the job. 

. In a television interview bn Sun- 
day, Ford strongly suggested Bush 
and Tennessee Senator Howard 
Baker, both comparative 
moderates in a field that runs from 
the moderately conservative to

Begin calls Iraqi uranium deal 'grave’

Jerusalem Pest Reporter 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday described FVance’s re- 
cent shipment of enriched uranium 
to Iraq as "a very grave 
development.” He made the state- 
ment as he was leaving Eln 
Kerem's Hadassah University 
Hospital, where he has been since 
suffering a mild heart attack on 
June 30. 

Speaking to reporters in the 
hospital lobby. Begin — who has 


been ordered by his doctors to stay 
home and rest for a further two or 
three weeks — said: "Now you see 
me. I look very good. And I feel 
very good." 

Hla cheeks ruddy but glistening 
with perspiration, and his thin, 
grey-and-black hair neatly pressed 
back, Begin spent 10 minutes under 
strong camera lights fielding 
questions in his usual bantering 
tone. But he seemed to have trouble 
hearing the questions. 

Begin declined to say whether he 


intended to move the Prime 
Minister's Office to East Jerusalem 
— only that he would consider the 
matter when he was fully back to 
work. 

Asked whether Arab flags should 
be permitted to fly once again over 
Jerusalem, Begin parried: "If the 
Arab states recognize Israel and 
Jerusalem as its capital, then 20 
Arab flags will fly in Jerusalem — 
over their embassies." 

Begin was careful to voice an opl-

Price index expected 
to rise by 5-6 per cent

The Treasury expects the con- 
sumer price Index for June, to be 
published today, to rise by 5 per 
cent. The Bank of Israel, usually 
more pessimistic, predicts 0 per 
cent. 

Whichever of the two Is nearer 
the truth, it is clear that the June in- 
dex will show a much lower rise 
than in recent months. 

June has nearly always been a 
month of moderate price increases,, 
because of general seasonal factors 
and the drop in the price of fruit and 
vegetables at the peak of the 
season. 

MK Adi Amoral, the Alignment 
whip in the Knesset Finance Com- 


mittee, has published data on the 
rise of the price index in June dur- 
ing the last 30 years. According to 
his calculations, the June index 
figure was consistently lower than 
previous months every year 
between 1954 and 1977. The sharpest 
decline was in 1959, when the index 
fell by 4.8 per cent. The biggest rise 
was In 1952, as a consequence of the 
devaluation that year — 4.7 per 
cent. The second highest rise in the 
June price index waa In 1979, when 
Slmha Ehrlich was finance 
minister, when the index rose by 3.5 
per cent. 

The June index figure exceeded 
the annual average only five times 
in the past 30 years, mainly as the 
result of extraordinary events, such 
as sharp devaluations.

He noted that U.S. negotiator Sol 
Linowltz had reproached Israelis 
for talking about settlements too 
much. "I told him he was right," 
Burg said. "That is one of the few 
points on which we agreed." 


Only one item 
on agenda 
autonomy

CAIRO. — Israeli, Egyptian 
and American negotiators 
grappling with legal aspects of 
the proposed autonomy for the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip 
yesterday disagreed on all but 
one subject for inclusion in the 
talks agenda. 

Egyptian Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Butros Shall said 
that the parties were haggling over 
20-30 items on which Egypt and 
Israel maintained clearly divergent 
views. 

The only agreed item, which was 
sent to a joint team of experts for 
negotiation, involves the controver- 
sial question of whether the pro- 
jected self-governing authority 
would have legislative powers — 
which Egypt demands — or derive 
its Interim authority from the ex- 
isting military administration, as 
Israel Insists. 

The agenda difficulties arose as 
the resumed autonomy negotiations 
started their first round after a 
nine-week suspension initiated by 
Egypt In response to Israeli ac- 
tivities in the territories. 

Ghali announced the dis- 
agreements after a two-hour 
meeting with his opposite numbers, 
Israeli Justice Minister Shmuel 
Tamlr and U.S. Ambassador James 
Leonard. It was the second meeting 
since the legal committee session 
opened on Sunday. 

"We have been debating the sub- 
jects that should be included In an 
agenda to the legal committee and 
up to now we have not agreed on a 
complete list," Ghall told 
reporters. "We have agreed on just 
one point tor discussion — the 
promulgation of legislation and 


regulations" (In an autonomous 
West Bank and Gozai. 

Since the autonomy negotiations 
began in May 1979, Egypt has in- 
sisted the residents of the areas 
should make their own laws. It 
proposed an elected legislature of 
80 to 100 pccplc. from which a 15- 
member body would be drawn to 
serve as an executive council. 

Israel has opposed this, insisting 
that it alone should have legislative 
powers and that the elected coun- 
cil's Job should be confined to Im- 
plementation. 

Downstairs in the opulent Mena 
House Hotel under the Giza 
pyramids, the legal advisers began 
work on the item that had won a 
firm place on the agenda. The at- 
mosphere was cordial and casual, 
with none of the acrimony that 
marked the delegates’ encounter on 
Sunday — their first after a suspen- 
sion of two months. 

The Egyptian Bide had apparent- 
ly abandoned a plan to table an 
item called "the legality of the 
military governorship on the West 
Bank." Israel objected to the plan 
on Sunday night on the grounds that 
the subject was the responsibility of 
the security committee, which com- 
prises the chief autonomy 
negotiators. 

By giving their legal advisers a 
strictly limited brief, the two 
ministers forestalled bickering 
over large Issues such as the status 
of Jerusalem and of settlements. 

Both sides said they thought .the 
talks had been useful and had 
helped to make it clear what exact- 
ly their positions were, but 
observers remarked that after 14 
months of negotiation there should 
be little scope left for redefining 
positions.

Syrian officers held after attempt on Assad 


NEW YORK (UPI). — Syrian op- 
position sources yesterday said six 
leading. army officers, possibly In- 
cluding Syria's chief of staff, Gen. 
Hlkmdt'Shihabi, have been arrested 
in the wake of last month’s 
attempted assassination of Syrian 
President Hafez Assad. 

The sources said the arrests of the 
ranking military men took place 
last week in Syria and they are 
suspected of "disloyalty to the 
regime." The unsuccessful June 28 
attempt to kill Assad prompted a 
“witch hunt" attitude in the Syrian 
military, the sources said. 

At the time, the British Broad- 
casting Corporation quoted 
diplomatic sources who sold Assad 


was slightly wounded when an un- 
identified man hurled a bomb at his 
car in Damascus. 

The opposition sources said those 
arrested may Include Chief of Staff 
Gen. Hikmat Shlhabl, although his 
arrest could not be confirmed. 

The arrested officers are Sunni 
Moslems, while most at Syria’s 
leadership, including Assad, are 
members of the Alawite Moslem 
sect. 

There has been no mention in the 
Syrian media of the arrests. Since 
the plot against Assad, security 
forces have arrested and executed 
dozens of people suspected of ac- 
tivities against the Assad regime, 
the sources said.

543 dead in U.S. heat wave 

ST. LOUIS lAP) . — Missouri Gov. 

Joseph Teasdale declared a state of 
emergency throughout the state 
yesterday because of a prolonged 
heat wave and put the National 
Guard on standby. 

The heat has claimed at least 543 
lives in 15 states since it began 


three weeks ago, including at least 
142 In Missouri. 

Teasdale said he was advised by 
the National Weather Service that 
the high temperatures would 
probably continue for at least 
another week. On Sunday, it was 
42.2 in Kansas City. 

Sunday's high In St. Louis was 
35.5 — and that was cool compared 
with some other spots. It was 41.6 in 
Memphis, the hottest day In the city 


since records were started In 1875. 
In Batesvllle, Arkansas, it was 43.8. 

Besides the fatalities in Missouri, 
there have been 88 deaths in Tex- 
as, 84 in Arkansas! 34 in Tennessee, 
33 In Oklahoma, 25 in Kansas. 24 in 
Georgia, 20 in Mississippi, *15 In 
Illinois, 13 in Alabama, five in 
Louisiana, four in Kentucky, two 
each in South Carolina and Indiana' 
and one in Nebraska. 

The high in Macon, Georgia, waa 
42; and Mayor George Israel 
declared an emergency. The air- 
conditioned Macon Coliseum was 
opened to the public. City buses, 
normally idle on Sunday, went on 
runs to the Coliseum taking people 
who felt in danger from the heat.

It has been learned that the three 
men were due to participate yester- 
day in consultations with “local 
Palestinian and Israeli political 
personalities" In East Jerusalem, 
-according to one of the par- 
ticipants. There was no confirma- 
tion for information originating 
■from military government sources 


that these consultations were In 
fact a planned meeting of the 
National Guidance Committee. 

Other members of the National 
Guidance Committee were 
reportedly also summoned yester- 
day to local military government 
headquarters and warned to refrain 
from political activity of a xty kind.

The committee, an unofficial 
group of the more radical local 
Palestinian leadership, was set up 
to coordinate opposition to the 
Camp David autonomy proposals. 
It has been in severe disarray since 
the deportation of three Hebron- 
area leaders in early May and the 
attempted assassination of three 
mayors early in June. All of them 
were prominent members of the 
committee. 

The military government has 
already made a decision In princi- 
ple to ban the committee, but the in- 
capacitation of Its leadership has so 
far made the announcement and 
implementation of the decision un- 
necessary.

The Treasury is asking the 
Knesset Finance Committee to ap- 
prove a 48 per cent increase In com- 
pulsory car insurance premiums 
from August, and most of the 
premiums will have to be paid in 
one payment, instead of in two In- 
stalments as up to now. 

The insurance companies object 
to the Treasury proposal and want 
a 00 per cent Increase. Their 
representatives are due to appear 
before the finance committee to 
plead their case, but if the dis- 
cussions are d r agged out they stand 
to lose because the decision on the 
increase will be delayed. 

The Treasury proposals are bas- 
ed on the findings of the committee 
headed by former accountant* 
general Haim Stoessel. The com- 
mittee's figures take Inflation Into 
account but are offset by the ac- 
cumulation of reserves in the Avner 
pool insurance company and the 
decline in road accidents. 

According to the Treasury 
proposals, the premium for a car 
with a 1.000 cc. engine will be 15418 
a year. The fee for the policy will be 
an extra .11 per cent, and another 6.5

■All 74 security prisoners in Naflza 
prison, 10 kilometres north of 
Mitzpe Ramon yesterday declared 
a hunger strike, after a series of 
demands they had made to the 
prison authorities was rejected. 

The r tension In Nafha Frison, 
which opened two months ago, sur- 
faced 'g- fortnight ago, and the 
authorities last week transferred 
prisoners thought to be leading the 
disturbances to Shatta Prison In the 
North. 

Some 60 of the prisoners in Nafha 
are serving life sentences for terror 
attacks, and the rest face terms of 
over IS years. 

In a letter to the Prison Service, 
they claim that their conditions 
have deteriorated, compared to the 
prisons where they were kept 
previously. 

Prison Service spokesman David 
Hibernian yesterday denied the 
prisoners' claims, saying that 
Nafha la new and therefore better 
than other jails. 

The prisoners are demanding 
that the solid doors of their ceils be 
replaced by bars; that prisoners 
run the kitchen, which is located in 
the open section; that the walk yard 
be enlarged; that the cell doors be 
left open during the day; that their 
canteen allowance be increased 
from IS 30 a month to at least twice 
as much; that medical treatment 
be improved; and that public 
prayers be allowed in the yard on 
Fridays. 

The Prison Service replied that 
each cell has six large windows in 
the ceiling, and the solid doors have 
a peephole. This kind of door is 
standard in prisons where long- 
term prisoners considered 
dangerous are held and cannot be 
changed. 

The demand to run the kitchen 
was rejected because It would 
make adequate security imposai- 


Budgetary difficulties were cited 
as the reason why the walk yard 
could not be expanded in the near 
future. 

Zilberman explained that the 
prisoners take two-hour walks 
every day in groups of 18. This is 
the only way they can be guarded 
and prevented from forming too 
' large a crowd. 

The prisoners may pray on 
Fridays, during their exercise 
period, but it is impossible to 
arrange a mass prayer session for 
all of them together. 

The canteen allowance will not be 
raised, and cell doors will not be left 
open during the day, Zilberman 
said. The latter practice is not 
followed in any of the country’s 
jails where dangerous prisoners 
are held. 

Zilberman explained that a doc- 
tor visits the prison once a week for 
an entire day. In addition, Nafha 
Prison has four paramedics who 
work around the clock. The prison 
also has a clinic and an infirmary, 
and oriental clinic is due to be open- 
ed there soon. When necessary, 
prisoners are taken to sick bay in 
Beersheba Prison. 

A Prison Service source yester- 
day told The Jerusalem Post that if 
the prisoners did not stop their 
hunger strike 48 hours after it 
began, they would bp force-fed. 

Prisons Service head Gund&r 
Haim Levy said yesterday In an in- 
terview on television’s Mabat news 
programme that the timing of the 
prison protests is decided by 
"groups on the outside" — the 
terror organizations. 

The terrorist command 
hierarchy is very strictly adhered 
to in the prisons, and security 
prisoners have never agreed in the 
past to contribute to the social 
fabric in prison by working at what 
they consider menial tasks. Levy 
said. 



BONN. — West Germany yesterday 
called on the U.S. to give "construc- 
tive and serious" consideration to 
Moscow’s offer of negotiations on 
curbing European nuclear missile 
arsenals, the Foreign Ministry 
said.

UN headquarters in Jerusalem 
said yesterday that a meeting it had 
arranged between Israeli and 
Lebanese army officers was post- 
poned after Israel proposed a last- 
minute change of venue. The 
meeting was to have been held to- 
day. It was cancelled by the UNTSO 
commander, Major-General Erkkl 
Kaira, but the UN hopes it will still 
be held following "further coor- 
dination." 

An official UN statement Implied- 
ly took exception to a Jerusalem 
Post report — based on Israeli 
sources — which had blamed the, 
Lebanese for the cancellation. 

Maj.-Gen. Kaira had postponed 
the meeting, the statement said, 
“which he had proposed for Mon- 
day July 14 at N akoura. -head- 
quarters of UNIFIL. Although the 
Lebanese agreed to the proposed 
July 14 meeting, the Israeli 
response, received on July 13, 


proposed that the meeting be held 
at Rosh Hanlkra instead of 
Nakoura. The decision to postpone 
the meeting was taken to allow for 
continued coordination with the 
parties to reach acceptable 
meeting arrangements." 

“The Lebanese are not guilty," 
said UN spokesman Hugo Rocha, 
"and we don’t want to blame the 
IDF either." 

UN sources added that, apart 
from the dispute over venue, the 
vexed question of how to designate 
the proposed meeting was holding 
things up. The Lebanese want It 
designated as a session of the long- 
dormant Mixed Armistice Commis- 
sion. Israel says the MAC is dead 
and sees the meeting as merely a 
discussion between the two armies. 


DAMASCUS (UPI). — Saudi 
Arabia and Syria yesterday said 
they rejected the Camp David ac- 
cords between Egypt and Israel 
and reaffirmed that a Middle East 
peace can only be achieved through 
/'liberating" all Israel-occupied 
Arab territories including 
Jerusalem. 

A joint communique was issued 
at the end of a visit to Saudi Arabia 
by Col. Rlfaat Assad, brother of 
Syrian President Hafez Assad and 
commander of the crack troops of 
the Syrian army known as the 
“Defence Brigades,” 

The communique said the two 
countries agreed to develop 
bilateral relations and quoted 


crown prince Fahd as saying 
“Syria is the vanguard of the Arab 
world defence, and all loyal Arabs 
must support and strengthen 
Syria." 

Government sources said Assad 
explained to the Saudi leaders that 
Syria’s main concern was to con- 
front Israel.

TEL AVIV. — Tens of millions of 
shekels must be invested Im- 
mediately Improving ft* coun- 
try’s prisons, which were described 
by Prison Service sources as 
providing the 6,000 prisoners with 
the worst conditions In the western 
world. 

The sources stressed that only a 
miracle has prevented a violent 
prison riot by the more than 3,000 
prisoners serving 15- year to life 
sentences. “For these prisoners, 
the cell is their only home," the 
sources declared. "They con go 
nowhere else. They sleep an straw 
mattresses on the ground with 26 
Other prisoners.? . . 

The sources accused the public of 
being Indifferent to prison-con- 
ditions, thereby permitting the 
authorities to overlook the issue. 
Only 1818m. has been allotted to 
development of the prisons, which 
it is claimed lz hardly enough for 
repairing the buildings, many built 
before the establishment of the 
state. 

David Zilberman, Prison Service 
spokesman, said yesterday that the 
’average area provided for a 
prisoner's lodging and leisure time 
is 2.6 square metres, while the 
European standard is a minimum 
of eight square metres. Zilberman 
said that the Prison Service budget 
for 1980 is 18178m., of which 


IS 100m. is for salaries'; 1860m. is 
for food, clothing, electricity, water 
and maintenance. 

Prison Service Commissioner 
Halm Levy told The Jerusalem 
Post in an interview last March that 
the situation In the prisons is a 
“catastrophe,” as many prisoners 
must sleep on the floor because of 
insufficient room for beds. 

The Past has learned that during 
recent months Levy has made bis 
position clear orally and in writing 
with Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
and senior ministry officials, claim- 
ing that despite the budgetary cuts 
every effort must be made to pre- 
vent further deterioration. 

Officials of the Prison Service 
. believe: that the- treatment of 
prisoners in Israel- ha's .been 

- neglected sine* the establishment 
of the state, and every time the 
issue is raised in the Knesset, it Is 
taken off the agenda or transferred 
to a subcommittee whose 
recommendations are stashed 
away. 

The prison population is divided 
Into 60 per cent donvioted for 
Crimea and 60 per cent security 
prisoners, who were convicted of 
terrorist activities. 

- Sources revealed thatthe number 
of prisoners is expected to grow by 
the end of the present decade by at 
least 50 per cent, and by 3990 will 
total 9,000. 

A master development plan calls 


for constructing two prisons in the 
North, and two others in the South, 
within three years. Despite the 
three-year-old plan, no adequate 
place has been found for building 
the prisons because of the refusal of 
towns and local authorities to ac- 
commodate them., 

Zilberman also' explained that 
even If locations were found. It 
would be impossible to start even 
planning the buildings, because of 
lack of funds. 

About half of the security 
prisoners are in prisons within the 
Green Line, while the others are In 
prisons in Jenin, Tulkarm, Nablus, 
Ram alia, Hebron and Gaza. Most of 
these prisoners sleep on the floor 
' and a month ago they applied tothe 
High Court of Justice, claiming that 
they* were being discriminated 
against . • - ■ 

Zilberman said he could not refer 
to thla issue because it is sub judice. 
He said that during the past week 
thre e securi ty pri soners c reated a 
Disturbance in Nafba prison, near 
Mitzpe Ramon, for this reason. 

Zilberman said that prisoners All 
Shahln, All Jabar and Mohammed 
Abdul-Kadi had agitated among 
other prisoners because they refus- 
ed to be kept In Nafha prison, to 
which they were transferred two 
months ago with 80 others. “We 
took the three to Shatta Prison in 
the North, andl hope that now the 
prisoners will calm down," he said.

Hwc jn the capital, the victims 
included the photographer and 
managing editor of an opposition 
newspaper. They were kidnapped 
on Friday and found hacked to 
death Saturday. 

Elsewhere in the capital.' eight 
others were found, aix of them at a 
nightclub, police said. According to 
reports, four unidentified leftists 
stormed into the club on Saturday 
and killed two guards. Police later 


killed the four in a gunflght. 

In San Vicente, 88 km. west of the 
capital, the bodies were found of 
nine persons hacked and shot to 
death, police said. 

‘ Despite the daily killings and 
violence, which has claimed more 
than 3.000 lives so far, the civilian- 
military government formed after 
the 1979 overthrow of rightist presi- 
dent Carlos Humberto Romero con- 
tinues to hold on. 

It has begun redistributing 
farmlands and has' nationalized 
banking. But the extreme right, 
which has held power here for 
years, says the changes are too 
many; and the left says they are not 
enough and that the government Is 
guilty of repression.

KHARTOUM (Reuter), — Anti- 
government guerrillas in north 
Ethiopia claimed yesterday to have 
captured two Soviet doctors and 
killed or wounded, 300 Ethiopian 
troops in a nine-hour occupation at 
the ancient capital of Axum. 

A communique from the Tlg rai 
People’s Liberation Front (TPLF) • 
said a guerrilla forcetook control of 
Amrm, Ethiopia’s capital up to the 
seventh century, on Saturday. 

The TPLF said the doctors, 
Nicholal Grikor and Lidia Giorgia, 
had been working in the govern- 
ment hospital there.

Anderson echoes Bonn attack 
on Carter’s foreign policy

BONN (UPI). — Independent U.S. 
presidential candidate John Ander- 
son yesterday launched a strong at- 
tack on President Jimmy Carter's 
foreign policy, echoing West Ger- 
man criticism that "the United 
States isn't adequately consulting 
its allies" and "forms policy that is 
"less than predictable." 


In remarks to the Konrad 
Adenauer Foundation, a conser- 
vative foreign policy group, Ander- 
son said he thought recent discord 
between Washington and its Euro- 
pean allies over how to handle the 
Iran and Afghan crises stemmed 


from the unilateral nature of 
American foreign policy. 

His remarks parallelled German 
criticism of Washington's policy in 
recent months. Bonn was par- 
ticularly irritated by Carter’s an- 
nouncement of an Olympics 
boycott, which he declared in a 
television broadcast before Infor- 
ming the allies. 

Anderson, who speaks German 
and served as a foreign service of- 
ficer in West Berlin from 1952 to 
1955, praised West Germany as the 
strongest NATO ally and said 
Americans "put a high premium" 
on friendship with the Germans.

Press strike will leave Italy without papers 


ROME (AP). — Italian journalists 
and newspaper printers went on 
strike yesterday to protest 
parliament's failure to act on a 
government decree providing sub- 
sidies to newspapers and news 
agencies. 

The 24- hour strike will leave the 
country without newspapers today. 

The decree, which was enacted 
two months ago and expired yester-

This was the second decree to 
have lapsed because of inaction by 
parliament. All major parties have 
expressed support, but the 
legislature has yet to take up the 
Issue.

MOSCOW. — International Olym- 
| pic Committee (IOC) president 
Lord Killanln gently rebuked 
eastern and western political 
leaders last night as the world 
sports body began Its crucial ses- 
sion before the Moscow Games. 

In the red-and-gold splendour of 
the Bolshoi Theatre, the Irish peer 
summed up the pre-games crisis by 
reminding both Moscow and 
Washington that Olympic games 
were awarded for sporting, not 
political, reasons. 

Five days before the 22nd Olym- 
piad begins with more than 60 eligi- 
ble countries absent, he regretted 
that it was not possible to- revive the 
ideal of ancient Greece’s "Olympic 
truce" when all conflict ceased for 
the duration of the sporting contest. 

The U.S.-led boycott means that 
only some 80 of the 148 eligible 
countries will take part In the 
games. By yesterday morning, 68 
teams had representatives In the 
Olympic village, with a total of 2,- 


724 athletes and officials. The 
village was built to house up to 10,- 
000 people. 

On Sunday, Soviet officials refus- 
ed to relay a .West German televi- 
sion report through the Olympic 
telecentre, saying it dealt with 
politics and not sports, the German 
correspondent reported. 

Klaus Bednarz, Moscow-based 
correspondent for the ARD 
network, said he had submitted . 
four TV stories to the Olympic 
television centre for transmission, 
including one on "Olympics and 
Propaganda." 

He said the 5V&-mlnute report 
contained only quotations fro m 
Soviet newspapers and publications 
and speeches by President Leonid 
Brezhnev. 

One of the Soviet coordinators at 
the centre told him, Bednarz said, 
that one of the films was not about 
the Olympics but about politics. 
The other three reports were sent. 
(Reuter, AP) 


NEW DELHI. — Indian leaders will 
discuss the Afghan crisis . with 
Pakistan Foreign Minister Agha 
Shahi, who arrives here today on a 
brief official visit, an Indian 
spokesman said yesterday. 

"We have been keeping a close 
watch on Pakistan’s evolving ap- 
proach to the Afghanistan issue and 
have noticed that, compared to the 
initial reaction of a military nature, 
there are some signs that Pakistan 
may be agreeable to a political 
solution," spokesman J.N. Dixit 
told reporters. 

India has criticized the Soviet In- 
tervention In Afghanistan and 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has 
sent envoys to the Soviet Union, 
Afghanistan, Pakistan, Britain and 
the UJS. to explain her views. 

Shahi is scheduled to meet 
Gandhi within hours of his arrival.

before returning to Pa ki sta n on 
Thursday. 

Meanwhile, diplomatic sources 
here said that Soviet troops in 
Afghanistan have attacked up to 60 
villages during the past two weeks 
in an apparent change of tactics 
against the Afghan insurgents. 

The sources quoted eyewitnesses 1 
to some of the raids which they said ! 
were launched in retaliation for 
rebel attacks against Soviet troops. 
Unconfirmed reports cir cu lati n g 
among - non-Coxnmunist diplomats 
in Kabul spoke of thousands of 
casualties, the sources said. 

They said Soviet forces were con- 
ducting search-and-destroy 
operations rather than engaging in- 
surgents in protracted battles.

— Cuba's consul on this 
Spanish-owned island yesterday 
blamed Morocco's air force for a 
"brutal and cruel" strafing attack 
on two Cuban ships off the West 
African coast in which one ship cap- 
tain was killed and three crewmen 
were gravely injured.

Cuban Consul Jesus Fernandez 
Ponce said that, according to ac- 
counts from the crewmen, a small 
plane flew over their ships, ap- 
parently to identify them, and the 
attack came immediately 
afterwards from two Moroccan 
fighters without a warning. 


NEW YORK (AP). — The Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) had a 
top-level spy is the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry for an unspecified number 
of years in the 1970s, “Newsweek" 
magazine reported Say. 

Quoting unidentified U-S. govern- 
ment officials, the magazine said 
the. spy, code-named "Trianon," 
was considered one of the moat 
valuable operatives on the CIA’s 
payroll. 

"Trianon** was a Soviet diplomat 
overseas in the early 1970s when the 
CIA recruited him, the magazine 
claims. When he returned to 
Moscow, he passed on intelligence 
from his vantage in a high-level job 
in the Soviet Foreign Ministry, the 
magazine says. 

It adds that the spy's information 
began to slip during the presidency 
of Gerald Ford from 1974 to 1976. 
U.S. government officials began to 
fear the spy had been discovered, 
the magazine reports. 

In April 1977, it says, the agent fil- 
ed a report on a breakfast meeting 
between. former U.S. secretary of 
state Henry Kissinger and Soviet 
Ambassador to the U.S. Anatoly 
Dobrynin, saying Kissinger had at- 
tacked U.S. national security ad- 
viser Zbigniew Brzerinaki and the 
Jimmy Carter administration’s 
Salt n initiatives.

According to an advertisement in 
the "San Francisco Jewish 
Bulletin," Computer Camp Is for 
boys and girls between the ages of 
10 and 15, and the artful announce- 
ment knows how to aim at dad's 
and mom's guilt streak. 

While admitting that the readers 
moot likely care for their child, the 
advertisement warns that “through 
oversight, you may damage his 
future.” Without close and early 
relationship to a computer, “your 
child, no matter how bright, will be 
sharply disadvantaged. Yes, ac- 
tually disadvantaged for life!” 

Since even the most advantaged 
youngster does not live by data 
processing alone, the camp also 
offers horseback riding, swimming, 
tennis and supervised outdoor life.

- sion, the ad promlses, “your child 
wifi instantly be a member of the 
advantaged , class. But do hurry — 
time for enrolment is short." 

ONE MONTH after the Habad 
House was gutted by fire, 1,400 
dinner guests gathered In a huge 
tent on a parking lot facing the 
smoke-blackened shell and pledged 
to rebuild the Has sidle centre. 

Three young men lost their lives- 
in the tragedy and three Tora 
scrolls were destroyed.

A LOS ANGELES rabbi and a 
Lutheran minister have offered, 
their spiritual guidance to- help 
Americans lower their annual tax 
payments. 

By a quirk of the U.S. tax laws, a 
married couple filing a Joint' return 
usually has to pay a higher tax on 
their combined earnings than if 
each spouse were counted as a 
.single person. 

Some lawfully wedded 
- -Americans have - gone to con- 
siderable len^pia’ 'to correct such 
J discrimination?' Che wealthy and 
devoted New York couple goes 
through an annual divorce shortly 
before the April 15- tax filing date, 
remarries a month later, and uses 
the tax savings for an annual 
honeymoon trip. 

An easier way has now been 
proposed by Rabhl Allen Mailer, of 
Temple Aklba, and the Rev. Robert 
D. Johnson, of Grace Lutheran 
Church. In a Joint televised press 
conference, they offered to marry 
brides and grooms of their respec- 
tive faiths in a proper religious 
ceremony, hut without signing the 
papers to make marriage official in 
the civil register. 

“The marriage will he valid In 
the eyes of God, hut not in the eyes 
of the Internal Revenue Service," 
explained Rabbi Mailer. 

So for, neither the Deity nor Un- 
cle Sam has responded. 

IN 1915, when Los Angeles counted 
less than 20,000 Jewish souls, a 25- 
year-old rabbi assumed the pulpit 
of B'nai B’rtth Temple. Sixty-five 
years later. Rabbi Edgar Fogel 
Magnin is still the spiritual guide 
and undisputed leader of his vast 
congregation In a cdty now pop- 
ulated by half a million Jews. 

In restless and rootless Los 
Angeles, whose skyline and celebri- 
ty roster changes almost annually, 
Rabbi Magnin has become 
somewhat of a civic monument. On 
July 1, When he marked his 90th 
birthday — as vigorous In mind and 
language as ever — tributes flowed 
In from the city's black mayor, 
Protestant and Catholic clergymen, 
the Vatican,, the White House, and, 
of course, his Jewish brethren. 

In earlier ceremonies, the city 
block containing his synagogue, 
known as WHahire Boulevard Tem- 
ple since the late twenties, was of- 
ficially renamed Edgar F. Magnin 
Square, the Hebrew Union College

Gad Ya’acobi, a former 
labour minister, and a likely 
member of any future Align- 
,ment cabinet, was in the past 
the closest ally of labour 
chairman Shimon Peres . 
That could conceivably fa- 
Jluence his views on the 
rivalry at the top. But on 
other issues troubling labour 
voters, Ya’acobi stands 
more or less athwart the 
mainstream. Post Knesset 
Reporter ASHER 
W ALLFISH spoke to him. 


agreement about foreign affairs 
and future borders to prevent 
paralysis. 

Ya'acobi maintains that the 
Alignment was always a pluralistic 
political body. He reminds hii 
questioners that the Alignment 
does not contain a single UK who 
supports the notion of Greater 
Israel : many Likud and NRP MKs 


do. At the sa..ie time, the Align- 
ment docs not contain a single MK 
who supports publicly an indepen- 
dent Palestine Arab state within the 
1967 borders of Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza (the Knesset faction perhaps 
includes one or two MKa who 
privately support the notion). 

Within those parameters. 
Ya'acobi tells his audiences, the 
overwhelming majority of Align- 
ment men can agree on political 
principles which would distinguish 
it very clearly from the Likud, the 
NRP, or Shell. The overwhelming 
majority favour peace with a 
Jordan- Palestine state on the basis 
of territorial compromise whereby 
most Arabs in Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza would no longer be under 
Israeli ' rule. The capital of this 
Jordanian-Falestine state would be 
Amman, not Jerusalem. Israel 
would insist, for its part, on securi- 
ty borders and on security zones. 

Ya’acobi said he was pleased at 
the choice of former minister Israel 
G&lili to draft the foreign policy 
platform because of his experience, 
and his ability to mirror a broad 
political consensus. He believes 
that another reason for the choice 
of Galili was that it took the wind 
out of the hawks' sails. Galili Is a 
realist with a maximalist 


background. 

The third principal set of 
questions at political gatherings in- 
volve the economic crisis, Ya'acobi 
reports. 

“I am dreadfully worried by the 
unrealistic expectations they em- 
body of an economic miracle when 
Labour returns to power. Too many 
of our sympathizers believe we can 
raise the standard of living in a 
short time, atop inflation, restore 
full employment and make people 
better off, where the Likud has only 
brought catastrophe." 

Ya’acobi tells his audiences it 
will take a couple of years before 
labour's efforts to repair the 
damaged economy can show real 
results. This will require restraint, 
and self-restraint; a different dis- 
tribution of economic burdens; and 

an end to many liberalization 
measures introduced by the Likud, 
which did more harm than good. 

However, he admitted to me, too 
many Alignment leaders fail to 
stress that economic revival will 
take time and entail difficulties. 
Too many Alignment leaders end 
up encouraging the voters' un- 
realistic expectations, which could 
lead to equally great disappoint- 
ment soon after labour returns to 
power. 

“I have learnt in these meetings 
that our public wants to be told the 
truth about the economic measures 
we shall have to take. It does not 
want to be fed on illusions. But I am 
not sure my fellow-leaders in the 
Alignment are ready to tell the 
truth about economic issues." 


elevated him to “Al umn us of the 
Century" and Loyola Marymouat 
College presented him with his 
(filth) honorary doctorate. 

The congratulations went beyond 
the proforma accolades due a har- 
dy nonagenarian and leader of 
America's largest Reform con- 
gregation, with some 2.400 member 
families. A constant theme running 
through the ecumenical tributes 
was the rabbi's key role as “am- 
bassador" to the gentile communi- 
ty. credited with maintaining the 
generally cordial relations between 
Christians and Jews in the City of 
the Angels. 

In this diplomatic role. Rabbi 
Magnin Is well served by a deep- 
rooted American pragmatism, 
which characterizes both his pulpit 
and personal philosophies. In his 
sermons and weekly newspaper 
columns, he stresses the virtues of 
common sense, the universal 
values of Judaism, and an un- 
wavering American patriotism. 

A native of San Francisco and 
member of a prominent mercantile 
family, Rabbi Magnin serves as a 
bridge not Just between Jew and 
Christian but between two rab- 
binical traditions. 

During the pre-World War n 
decades, he was dubbed the “court 
bishop" of Hollywood, and no wed- 
ding or funeral for the luminaries of 
the screen was complete without 
-his spiritual ministrations. In the 
immediate post-war years, he 
became the founding president of 
.the College of Jewish Studies and 
wrote a book on "How to Live a 
Richer and Fuller Life.” 

To the reporter's Inevitable ques- 
tion as to the secret of his longevity, 
Rabbi Magnin credits his genes and 
his philosophy: “To like people and 
to be liked, that's all there Is to It. Z 
see everything in proportion and 
take everything In perfect stride." 

How about retirement? “Not a 
chance." says the rabbi. “In the 
first place, my (temple) board 
wouldn't let me. In the second 
place, I’d have nothing to do. I don't 
play cards. When you retire, you 
don't think anymore."

Music for the people 

George Moustakl, Egyptian-born, French- Jewish composer, 
singer and Journalist has arrived in Israel for performances in Tel 
Aviv, Haifa and Jerusalem. Born in Alexandria in 1934, Moustakl 
(above) received a Trench education, and at 17, settled In Paris, 
where he learned to play the guitar and began composing. 

A Journalist by day so that he could pay his bills, by night 
Moustaki performed in small halls and cafes. In his spare time, he 
took to drawing, primarily nature studies and landscapes. 

George Bressins encouraged him to- develop his composing, and 
Edith Piaf, for whom he wrote many of his songs, urged him to 
play them publicly because of his unique Interpretations. Within a 
few years, Moustaki became one of the geniuses of the French 
chanson and was composing for film and for people as diverse as 
Yves Montand and Joan Baez. Only Bince 1970 has he sufficiently 
overcome his stage fright to allow him to perform before large 
audiences. 

A nature lover, Moustakl finds it difficult to remain in one place 
for too long and his travels have taken him all over the world. A 
private man, he lives simply — getting around by bicycle for and 
composing music for the ordinary man.

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T WAS never much of a bargain hunter. 
Growing up In Los Angeles, it always seemed 
much easier to pay the extra $10 or $15 for 
the case of shopping at a luxury department 
store like Saks Fifth Avenue, or a boutique, 
than .competing with the bloodthirsty mob at 
a discount house like Ohrbachs. I rarely took 
advantage of the factory outlets downtown 
where it is possible to buy designer clothes — 
label removed — at half the price. I rarely 
bothered to drive across the city to take ad- 
vantage of supermarket specials.- And I ig- 
nored garage and estate sales , though 
numerous friends furnished their homes with 
almost new furniture, appliances, and 
decorating accessories picked up for a song. 

My attitude began to change after moving 
to Israel. Prices here being what they are, I 
discovered the trick of importing essential 
items with the good Jews of Los Angeles, 
even If those bringing the goodies paid full 
retail price for them abroad. But eventually 
It became a pain in the neck to make things 
last between shipments, and whereas film, 
deodorant, clothes and small appliances fit 
into suitcases, rugs didn't. Furnishing ray 
home had become the priority — and an ex- 
pensive one. Who in their right mind would 
pay $500 for a simple double bed? But I did, 
thinking there was no choice. 

Eventually, I discovered the sales adver- 
tised each weekend in the newspapers. 
Prices were much better than in retail shops 
and very good quality furniture could be ac- 
quired, especially from new immigrants sell- 
ing what they had imported duty free. 

I also recently learned that my Herzls go 
farther if I shop for accessories and linens 
and even furniture in south Tel Aviv. 
Everything from curtain rods to wrought 
iron plant holders to pillows to dishes are 
available for at least 20 per cent less than in 
the city's northern shops. The same, it 
seems, goes for canned goods and sometimes 
clothes. And if you’re lucky you can find 
seconds for half the retail price that are 
perfectly usable. 

The following is a list I compiled with 
friends and colleagues who like me are now 
faced with trying to live well on Israeli 
salaries. Happy bargain hunting. 

Bugs 

Carmel Carpets sells seconds at 57 Nahalat 
Binyamin dally from 8-1, 4-7. The discount is 
usually in the area of 60 to 70 per cent of the 
retail price. Damage Is often almost negligi- 
ble and is clearly marked. 

Furniture 

Danish Interiors has a warehouse at 20 Efal 
Street, Petah Tikva, which sells damaged 
furniture, discontinued lines, or styles that 
proved uncommercial. Discounts begin at 10 
per cent and reach 50 to 60 per cent. Payment 
can be made in three cheques, or occasional- 
ly in six. 

Rim Furniture also has a warehouse in 
Petah Tikva. in Kiryat Arieh opposite the 
factory that manufactures metal boxes. 
They sell damaged furniture, discontinued 
lines, or uncommercial styles. Discounts 
reach 40 per cent. Payment can be made ac- 
cording to the same conditions offered by the 
retail stores. 

Herzl Street, and the side streets leading off 
it, are dotted with small stores and 
workshops that sell ail types of furniture at 
much lower prices than you get elsewhere. 
However, prepare to shop around a lot and 
compare. 


Cleaning Products 

Kibbutz Daliah has a warehouse kitticomer 
from its outlet on Rehov Arba’a 12. Each Fri- 
day morning from 7.30 to 11, the public can 
buy the cleaning products manufactured at 
the kibbutz factory for discounted prices. 
The catch is that you must buy in.bulk. Laun- 
dry powder, for instance, comes in packages 
of 10 or 25 kilos. No brand names, and no fan- 
cy containers. Also available is dish 
detergent, shampoo, and floor and wall 
cleaning solution. 

A Jerusalem Post staffer buys all of his

cleaning supplies at the comer of Gordon 
and Shlomo Hamelech at 20 to 40 per cent of 
the usual price. Many other such stores, 
have sprung up in south Tel Aviv in recent 
months. 

Bedding 

Kitan Dimona has an outlet on Derech 


Herzlia in Hadar Yosef where daily from 9 to 
6.30 they sell seconds of the sheets, kitchen 
towels, and clothing made by the Dimona 
factory. Discounts reach 50 per cent. 

On Hakishon and Giladi streets, you can 
buy sheeting by the metre. It does have to be 
finished, but if you sew, the saving is con- 
siderable. Material Is available in white, 
solid colours, and fancy prints. Also on these 
two streets are many wholesalers who, in 
these hard times, can often be persuaded to 
sell ready-made sheets to anyone who walks 
through the door. Prices are 20 per cent or 


more less than retail stores. In this area also 
look for pillows and quilts. 

Kitchen Wares 

L&pid and Na'aman have a shop at Kenov 
Eilat ii, Jaffa, where they sell various and 
sundry seconds at a SO per cent discount. 
Defects are often almost unnoticeable, es- 
pecially on the handpainted items such as 
canisters. This is also a good place to look for 
missing plates or bowls from a large service. 
Mozrel Techen sells . Lapid and Na’aman 
seconds at Rehov Arba'a 10 in Tel Aviv 
proper. The pieces sold have been carefully 
selected and on the whole are of better quali- 
ty than what is offered in Jaffa. Choices are 
more limited, however. The discount there is 
also 60 per cent. This same store also sells 
Michaaf stainless steel manufactured at Kib- 
butz Nlr-Aro, at a 30 per cent discount. 

Fashions 

Most Israeli fashion houses sell seconds, 
discontinued lines, and styles that didn't 
catch on, at their factories. You can often get 
excellent bargains. Some examples: 

Separates and 
dresses. 

Lah&v, Rehov Wolfson 57. Men's, women’s 
and children's sportswear. 

Sport Life, Rehov Palmach 23, Fardes Katz. 
Lady's sportswear. 

Ladies' 
dresses, sets, blouses, and coordinates. 
Men's shirts. 

Gottex, opposite the Cinerama in Yad 
Eiiahu, swim and leisure wear. 

Rikma, 4 Hatnufa Street, ladies* sportswear. 

Clothes 

In the alleys around Beit Romano in south 
Tel Aviv, a careful shopper can hr 
everything from swim suits to children's a 
men’s wear. A fashion expert recommei 
checking for inperfections by holding 
fabric to the light, and examining sear 
buttonholes and zippers. 

In Kiryat Haznalacha (on the last pa. 
Rehov Aliya, near Ha'aretz newspaper) l 
the outlets of several jeans manufacturer: 
At Shuk BezleJel (see story on this page) 
is occasionally possible to buy Beged G 
seconds.

Market Marketing 
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How to buy better 
at the Carmel Shuk

IF YOU like shopping but axe 
deterred by today's astronomical 
prices, you'U be relieved to know 
that bargain prices are available In 
Tel Aviv. However, bargain shop- 
ping takes time and patience, and 
requires a complete change of shop- 
ping habits and attitudes. 

Buying clothes, food and home 
articles in market places and dis- 
count shops at a fraction of tbe 
price charged in Tel Aviv's high- 
class establishments is, to me, a 
more honest exchange of money for 
products because the price Is closer 
to the product's real worth. Even If 
you continue to buy thJngs on 
Dizengoff. it Is useful to have an 
Idea of how much you're being 
taken for. 

Most Important, bargain shop- 


ping is a lot of fun — even if you 
don't buy anything. 

Bezaiei Market, located off King 
George St., close to where it meets 
Allenby. has somehow retained the 
sleepy, old-world atmosphere of 
another century. It consists mainly 
of new clothes stores, a couple of 
shoe stores, a couple of used clothes 
stores and a shop called Bargains, 
containing used furniture, old 
radios, household appliances and 
clothes. By the way. this market's 
falafel is considered the best in the 
country. 

You can take as much time as you 
like in most stores here; the 
owners, usually drinking 
aromatically-smelling Turkish 
coffee, talking to each other or 
playing shesh-besh. will not bother 
you. 

Here. I found some beautiful wool 
and flannel skirts, probably left 
over from last winter, in plaids and 


flowered prints for IL2G0-IL250. 
Dresses, some of which look 
suspiciously like the ones I saw in 
Dizengoff's Schneidman's before 
they closed, including evening 
dresses, simple day dresses and 
blouse and skirt combinations ran 
from IL300 to IL700. Another shop 
had children's clothes, beach 
dresses, dressing robes, T-shirts, 
bathing suits and underclothes at 
greatly reduced prices. Here I 
found men's cotton sports shirts, 
the kind with elastic waists made 
by Baruch fasbionbouse (with the 
label still inside them) for IL300. 
These shirts were sold a few 
months ago in Hamashbir 
Lazarchan for around IL70O. I 
found a black Astrakhan (Russian 
lamb: fur coat for TL20Q In the used 
clothes store. 

Overalls, jeans and denim skirts 
are also available in Bezaiei 
Market. 

The Carmel Market needs no in- 
troduction. It is always overflowing 
with shoppers. An abundance of 
colourful clothes stalls and shops 
merge with pyramids of fruit and 
vegetables. 

Buyers with real shopper's blood 
in their veins thrill to the brilliance 
of colours and plenty here, enhanc- 
ed by the chanis and cries of the 
stall owners, convinced that 
nothing but aggressive 
salesmanship can move their 
goods. 

Children's vests for IL40-ZL6O, T- 
shirts for IL80-1L200, shiny Jogging 
shorts for about IL130 and under- 
pants for IL20-IL30 axe plied on 
these stalls, i An exception to the low 
prices was provided by rubber 
beach kafkafim. marked IL250, 
while similar ones in Dizengoff's 
Nimrod shoe store are selling for 
ILiso.i The shops behind the stalls 
feature more elegant and expensive 
dresses, skirts, pants, jeans, shirts. 


pyjamas, tunics and sports clothes, 
although they are stlU cheap com- 
pared to the large department 
stores and exclusive boutiques. 

The fruit and vegetables, fish, 
meat and poultry in Carmel 
Market, a fraction of their price 
elsewhere, are at their lowest on 
Friday afternoons, before the stalls 
close down for the weekend. A 
friend of mine bought grade A 
tomatoes there for IL20 a kilo, when 
the going price was IL120, on a Fri- 
day afternoon. 

This market also boasts the 
largest selection I've ever seen of 
pickles, spices, cheeses and orien- 
tal salads in its little grocery and 
delicatessen shops. 

The streets around the market, 
including King George, Nahlat 
Binyamin and adjoining roads are 
known as discount streets, selling 
clothes, cosmetics, pastries, 
kitchen appliances and other 
household goods for reduced prices. 

For successful bargain hunting, 
some comparison shopping is 
necessary. 

The best thing, I And, Is first to 
browse through the best, expensive 
clothing stores, trying on dresses, 
bathing suits, pants and anything 
you fancy. This will give you an 
idea of the latest trends In the 
fashion world, and what looks best 
on you. Look carefully at the finish 
on the pockets, collars and fabric 
edges of really expensive clothes, in 
Beged Or, Iwanir and such places. 
See how good clothes should fit and 
hang on you. Get the feel of various 
cottons, learn to distinguish 
between cottons and synthetics. 
Don't forget to note the prices. 

Now you are ready for the market 
place. Look carefully for defects: 
stains, uneven stitching, inferior 
finish. J udge the fabric by the touch 
of your hand: you're on your own 
now. But it's worth It.

THE “clothing district" is the up- 
per half of the Carmel market 
street, the half closest to AUenby 
Road. The real bargains are on the 
outdoor carts, not in tbe shops 
which line Rehov Hacarme). 

There are three types of clothing 
to be found in the Carmel Market. 
First, there is high quality clothing 
at bargain prices — this is either 
export surplus which has "missed 
the boat” or been rejected for 
minor defects. It is often Iden- 
tifiable by labels of well-known 
stores abroad. Or it may be quality 
local merchandise from a closing 
down sale of a good shop, Is likely to 
be last year's or last season's 
styles, and may carry a well-known 
local label such as Gottex, or have 
its labels obviously cut out. 

Then, there Is low or just average 
quality merchandise manufactured 
with the market or similar-priced 
outlets in mind. Thirdly, there is 
merchandise with very obvious 
defects. 

If you are a good judge of fabrics 
and sewing quality, you can pick 
out the real quality bargains. 

If buying for yourself or a child 
accompanying you, don’t be em- 
barrassed to try on garments over 
your clothes. Carry a hand-mirror, 
or ask the customer next to you how 
you look. I have tried on bathing 
suit tops (but not the bottoms!) 


right over my blouse In the shuk. 

If buying for someone not accom- 
panying you. ask if you can ex- 
change the garment If it does not 
fit. I find that sftttfc pedlars are just 
as willing, or more, than moat 
shops to exchange merchandise for 
a different size. But write down the 
exact location of the stall or you 
may not find it again, and come 
back to make your exchange within 
a day or two. 

Some prices in the shuk are more 
or less "fixed." Other pedlars are 
willing to bargain If you walk away 
and look disinterested. 

The biggest bargains are usually 
on the "mixed goods” tables, where 
all sorts of items are lumped 
together at one bargain price. Take 
time and patience to dig. Examine 
every piece carefully for defects. 
Test the zippers. A defect may not 
matter If It is in a part of the gar- 
ment not normally seen, such as the 
hem of a blouse which tucks into a 
skirt or pants. 

Sometimes shuk garments have a 
decided smell of kerosene. This will 
generally come out In the first 
wash. 

Many garments from the market 
are not colourfast, so wash them 
separately the first time. If colours 
run. you may have to wash the item 
separately by hand each time. 

Sometimes garments from the 
shuk last for years with repeated 
launderings; other items fall apart 
after a few washings. This is one of 
the risks in such shopping, but if the 
savings are great enough, it can be 


worth the risk. In time, you learn to 
judge quality. 

As anywhere else, you'U get to 
know which stalls and pedlars have 
reliable merchandise. I have been 
buying my children's shorts from 
the same man year after year. 

Most merchants want dash, but 
some will accept personal cheques. 
Don't be afraid to ask. 

Don't pay too much attention to 
the sizing labels. If you want shorts 
for a child, for instance, take along 
a pair from home that fit and 
measure them against the ones you 
want to buy. Fabric-content labels 
are rare on shuk garments, and 
sometimes the labels are inac- 
curate. Use your common sense to 
distinguish cottons from synthetics, 
or cotton-synthetic mixtures. You 
will probably have to guess whether 
the fabrics will require Ironing or 
not. 

The clothing merchants general- 
ly work shorter hours than the frult- 
and-vegetahle sellers. The full 
range of clothing offerings may not 
be on the stalls before 8.30 or 9 a.m.. 
and they often pack up to go home 
by 6 p.m.

noon but early evening, when prices 
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cellence Is Hadar. Its main 
j thoroughfares — Herd, Haneviim, 
Hchalutz, Bialik- — are usdally 
crowded enough 'to give you 
claustrophobia but still, it’s the 
place to go for ' clothes, shoes, 
household and other small Items. 
That's also where the big . depart- 
ment stores like Shefcem and. 
Hamashbir L&zaxchan are located. 

For, those who can afford a 40 km. 
drive to and fro. the best bets are 
Hyperkol-bo and Hyper fcol,' Super- 
sol's enormous stores near the 
Checkpost junction. The first looks 
like our version -of F.W. 
Woolworth's, with 20-metre-long 
shelves offering everything from 
camping equipment to imported 
English pottery dinner sets. The 
store Is clean and spacious with 
parking facilities for all, also in the 
best tradition of American out-of- 

town 'supermarkets. “On evenings 
and Saturdays we are crowded to 
capacity,", the manager told me. 
He added: “My store has a higher 
turnover than the big Hamashbir, 
d -pit**, the fact that they have four 
floors and we only have one.”

They won't go 
far even if it looks like a good 
bargain, but prefer to stay in their 
own neighbourhoods.” 

'But how thrifty can a 
neighbourhood shop be? “Enough 
* to make money," boutique owner 
- Pnina answered. A Moroccan-born 
mother of three, Pnina opened a 
clothes shop in Neve Sha'anan, a 
few blocks from the Technion, 
about four years ago, after working 
for 19 years as a seamstress. 

The clothes business 1 b different 
from all others In the sense that 
manufacturers allow retailers a 50 
to 80 per cent profit margin — 
which accounts for the ever rising 
prices. ‘ That goes for a city like Tel 
Aviv, not Haifa. Here, If you price 
articles too high, people won’t come 
and the business will flop. The 
secret of having a successful 
neighbourhood shop is selling 
cheaper than expected, and good 
merchandise. Tou can’t lose.” 
Pnina’s articles fit- any medium 
size family’s budget, but Pnina 
does not advertise much. To get to 
her — and to find any real "met- 
zias” in this city — you have to ask 
a lot and walk even more, up and 
down Mount Carmel, along Hadar, 
Neve Sha'anan and the smaller 
neighbourhoods. Tou are bound to 
find that things can be cheaper than

receives better quality and much

'■ Asher iGHbsh^ general manager of. 
the Tel Aviv. Dan Hasharon Co-op 
ehain of supermarkets-, claimed 
that since Tnuva is the -marketing 
agent, it should hot be allowed to 
compete /with them In the . retail 
business. GIbsh, together with toe 


---• other co-op -chain managers, have 
turned to the Blatadrut to rule on 
T tola matter. 

f Landesman claimed that despite 
the fact that they all belong to the 
same Histadrut family, the Co-op 
. chain are not always loyal to 
Tnuva. “Whenever they can buy. 
vegetables or dairy products at a 
lower price somewhere else, they 
do so:” 

pfbsh would -not reveal what he 
has demanded from the Histadrut, 


Tnuva to sell them part of their 
Hypershuks and let them be 
partners. 

Landesman said that this was one

- marketing enterprises, like toe Co- 
op. and Hamashbir Latzarchan 
chains, he was opposed to giving 
greater reductions to the con- 
sumers. “These two Histadrut- 

. Affiliated chains are the only ones 
'that go to far away places Uke 
Kiryat Shmona, where they' charge 
the same prices as In Tel Aviv. Tou 
can say that the price reduction 
that would otherwise go into the 
pockets of residents of Tel Aviv or 
Jerusalem is being given to the 

residents of Kiryat Shmona. 

- We pointed out to Bancover that 
these new Hlstadrut-affijiated 
Hypermarkets were being opened 
on the outskirts of town, catering 
mainly to persons who have a car. 

: He was quick to answer that a large 
portion of Histadrut members own 
cars, today. Just the same, he 
promised to look into the possibility 
that Histadrut- affiliated Egged and 
Dan bus cooperative lines would 
carry car-less Shoppers to and from 
the Hypermarkets.

THE DAILY devaluation of Israeli 
currency is having a marked effect 
on toe nation;? buying habits. Thrift 
is gradually" becoming a national 
trait, because after paying for basic 
necessities, few people have enough 
money left over for the luxury of 
waste. 

Getting value for money la 
becoming an Increasingly Impor- 
tant consideration. When toe price 
of yellow cheese became more ex- 
pensive per kilo than meat or 
' poultry of the same weight, con- 
sumption dropped by 30 per cent. 
Left with. 500 ton* of cheese in Its 
’ cold stores, Tnuva was faced with a 
choice of heavy losses or smaller 
profits, and subsequently lowered 
its prices by 15 per cent In a bid to 
clear out old stock. : 

Other enterprises, facing similar 
resistance by the public, have also 
opted to reduce their profit 
margins. 

Even those who’ have been in the 
discount business for years, have 
somehow managed to slash their 
prices even more, in the hope of at- 
tracting a wider clientele. 

A case ’in point is Elltsur in 
Jerusalem’s Jaffa Road. Specializ- 
ing In clothing for men, women and 
children, EKitzur is not always up- 
to-date in styling, but often stocks 
items from some of the country ’jj 
leading garment manufacturers at 
lower than factory prices. Current- 
ly on display is a three-piece safari 
style suit retailing at only IL300. 
Dresses start as low as XL 400; 
sweaters range from IL150 to 
IL350; velour T-shirts from IL80 
and swimsuits from as little as 
H150. 

Maayan Stub, a Jerusalem land- 
mark on the. corner of Jaffa Road 
and Strauss Street, is celebrating 
its 40th anniversary with bargain 
offers such as double-width 
bedspreads from 2L890; tea-towels 
from IL38, panty-hose from IL25, 
nightgowns from IL390 and romper 
suits from IL85. Some of the dresses 
selling for IL790 are manufactured 
by a firm whose distinctive prints 
are virtually exclusive. The same 
dresses can he seen in other shops 
at more than double the price. , 
Considering how little fabric is 
required in their production, bras 
are Inordinately expensive. Venus 
in Ben Yehuda St. has a good selec- 
tion for a third of the regular price. 

Children’s wear is Incredibly 
costly, which is why Jerusalem 
mothers flock to Smiley, a second 
hand store in Shlomzion Hamalka 
Street, whose proprietors insist -on 
receiving all items in good and 
clean condition. Some of the clothes 
have been worn so rarely, that they 
look completely new. Quite a lot

are supplied by new immigrants. 
Israeli mothers are delighted at the 
prospect of buying “imported" 
clothes at less than local market 
prices. 1 

Across the road from Smiley is 
Brown’s, the book-IdVers' paradise, 
where most volumes are marked 
down at prices far below those 
quoted in other shops. There's a 
very good selection of special in- 
terest books; beautifully illustrated 


and handsomely bound — a 
relatively inexpensive solution to 
gift giving. . 

Furniture -Vise, there are some 
truly magnificent pieces at 
Shxnontzes in HaRav Kook Street. 
For those who disdain second-hand 
furniture, a visit to Shmontzes will 
change yoyr mind. The knock- 
down. modular furniture which is 
part and parcel of today's life style 
pales in the face of toe solid war- 
drobes and bookcases of yesteryear 
— and the difference in price is 
staggering. When I was there a few 
weeks ago, I saw a very well 
preserved dining room suite for 
only IL16.000. There wasn't a 
scratch on It, and even the chair up- 
holstery was still In prime condi- 
tion. 

For the budget-conscious, eating 
out can still be cheaper than eating 
at home, especially if one 
patronizes Tarabulus in Jaffa 
Road, where the most expensive 
three-course meal — steak of 


course — is IL1S5. The price In- 
cludes soup, two vegetables, 
dessert and as much fresh bread as 
you can eat. 

The closest competition to 
Tarabulus is Heppner's In Lunz 
Street, which also operates a take- 
away service. You can get a large 
schnitzel, for IL80, which is only 
slightly more than what a raw 
schnitzel costa in the supermarket, 
and you're spared the expense of 
eggs, flour, breadcrumbs, season- 
ing, oil, gas and the soap and water 
with which to wash out the frying 
pan. 

Cosmetics and allied products 
can be obtained at 20-80 per cent 
discount at the Jerusalem Hair- 
dressing Salon In the row of shops 
adjoining the Central Bus Depot. 
Superpharm and Alba self-service 
have an even wider range, but in re- 
cent weeks, have been facing stiff 
competition from Hamashbir, es- 
pecially with regard to toilet soaps 
and deodorants. 

The best buy in perfumes is in the 
Revlon range. Revlon regularly 
marks down its products in nation- 
wide marketing campaigns, and Is 
achieving tremendous success with 
Charlie, which is budget-priced as

perfumes go, but smells expensive. 
If you use perfume on a daily basis, 
buy the Charlie concentrate in a 
spill-proof, sponge- topped bottle. It 
doesn't evaporate, and lasts longer 
than the larger bottles of cologne. 

Jerusalemites who are reluctant 
to spend the IL216 for the journey to 
and from Tel Aviv, to visit the Neve 
Sha'anan shoe area, can find low- 
priced shoes in theMah&ne Yehuda 
vicinity of Jaffa Road — but quality 
and styling are frequently Inferior. 

Also in that part of town is a com- 
paratively new clothing store, 
American Clothing Company, with 
a wide range of garments at 
something approaching wholesale 
prices. Zf you’re in need of an even- 
ing gown, this Is the place. Stock in- 
cludes a large selection of Ivor 
Adler creations priced below IL800. 

Flirt her down Jaffa Road, adja- 
cent to the old Egged bus terminal, 
you'll come across Coresh, whose 
specials include skirts and pants for 
IL380 and dresses for ILA90. There 
are also much more expensive 
items in the inner recesses of the 
shop. The bargains are placed In 
the entrance to lure you inside — so 
beware. 

If you're really Interested in get- 
ting value for your money, try not 
to shop when you're in a hurry. 
Leave yourself time to look around 
and make comparisons. It will save 
you the aggravation of forking out a 
huge sum for the object of your 
desire, only to discover as you're 
walking down the street, clutching 
your purchase, that you could have 
bought it for much leas at another 
shop less than five minutes walking 
distance away.

No solution, la yet in sight for the 
problem created by Impending 
massive lay-offs at the Soltam 
Works in Yokneam, because the 
defence ministry now refuses to 
allocate funds so that the arms and 
ammunition plant can go on 
producing for stock. 

After the lose of the Iranian 
market, Soltam ran Into serious dif- 
ficulties. This led to an agreement 
between the Treasury, the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade, and the 
Defence Ministry,, according to 
which the enterprise would get 
financing to permit it to keep up Its 


production, preventing the lay-off 
of hundreds of workers. 

. Senior government sources told 
Thk Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
the Defence Ministry reneged on its 
commitments because of the recent 
cuts in its budget. 

However, the Treasury and the 
Industry and Trade Ministry, 
together with Koor, the owners of 
the Soltam, continue to support the 
enterprise financially. They are do- 
ing this to minimize the extent of 
dismissals until alternative 
employment In the area can be 
found or until new markets for the 
firm's products can be opened up.

TEL AVIV. — Israel should diver- 
sify its research and development 
efforts, and not put all its limited 
funds into one project, like the 
Lavie fighter plane, Shimon Klier, 
managing director of Argaman In- 
dustries, told consumer affairs 
reporters yesterday. 

KUer explained that if all funds 
go to develop the Lavie plane, In- 
dustry in general will benefit only 
in a wHrriwnti way. But if these same 
funds are spread out over the whole 
industrial spectrum for research 
and development purposes, they 
will benefit the economy in general 
— and for a long period. 

He also explained that the invest- 
ment in R & D is the best invest- 
ment the government can make to- 
day. "If the project is successful, 
the government gets all its money 
back, linked. If the project falls, 
and no money la returned, the ex- 
perience the recipient Industry 
derived from the R & D will be 
worth more than the money in- 
vested." * 

Klier gave an example of the 
benefits of R & D in his textile dye 
works. Through this type of work . 
the firm fanned a daughter com- 
pany called Arel, which is now 
engaged in the development, 
production and marketing of con- 
trol systems for the textile in- 
dustry. He claimed that Arel, which 
employs only 85 workers, is the 
biggest company in this field in the

— Bank Leumi, in keep- 
ing with its recent practice of tap- 
ping International money markets' 
for its capital needs, has announced 
that it will raise up to $80 m. on the 
Eurobond market. It is planned to 
raise $20m. in bonds convertible 
into shares of Bask Leumi and 
some $ 60 m. in floating rate notes. 

The prospectus tor the issue is 
scheduled to be published early 
next month and la currently 
awaiting approval by the Securities 
Authority and the London Stock Ex- 
change. 

The floating rate notes will be tor 
seven years but tbe holder will have 
the option to extend the maturity 
date for an additional three years. 
The prospectus will specify three 
separate issues of floating rate 
notes, which will enable the in- 
vestor to plan interest dates accor- 
ding to his own p re f e r ence. 

An innovation of the Issue is that 
one of the floating rate notes will 
allow the investor to roll the notes 
over every three months, instead of 
the customary six months. 

In the first stage $40 m. will be 
offered, half by way of seven-year 


notes with a floating interest rate to 
be set every six months at a rate 
_ which will be % per cent over 
* LIBOR. The other half of the sum, 

‘ namely $ 20 m., will p * -offered in the 
form of bonds convertible into Bank 
Leumi shares. The bonds will bear 
'an interest rate which will be deter- 
mined at the time of the Issue. 

During the second stage, es- 
timated to begin in October an ad- 
ditional $ 20 m. will be raised by 
means of notes bearing an interest 
rate *4 per cent above LIBOR.

All of the above securities are ex- 
pected to be listed on the London 
Stock Exchange. 

The offering will mark the 
largest-ever security offering to be 
floated by an Israeli concern on the 
Eurobond market.

Upon completion of the floatation 
the total capita} resources which 
will have been raised by the B ank 
Leumi Group on the Eurobond 
market will come to $275m.

— Following two years 
of intensive research at the cost of 
ILlOm., Kibbutz Hazorea has 
developed a “high-strength 
polyethylene film" which is being 
shipped in ever-increasing quan- 
tities to Western Europe, where it Is 
used as wrapping for industrial 
goods, sacking, or for shopping 
bags. 

The "film,” which is 25 per cent 
stronger thin ordinary types of 
polyethylene, and which can thus 
be used in thinner sheets, sells for 
about 10 per cent less than com- 
peting brands. Exports, baaed on 
firm orders in hand, should reach 
$3m. this year and increase to $4m. 
in 1981. 

These details were revealed 
yesterday by Dan Gilead, who 
developed tbe material with some 
help from an American company; 


by Oved Maoz, head of tbe kibbutz 
plastics plant; and by Ya'acov. 
Sharir, director of marketing. Tbe' 
plant was founded 20 years ago and 
now employs 65 people, 
i Although the main sales so far 
have been to England and Holland, 
sales are increasing rapidly in Ger- 
many.

'Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon Sunday failed to per- 
suade the cabinet to approve a draft 
law requiring flower exporters to 
market abroad through a central 
marketing organization.

Impulsive legislation 

ON SUNDAY the cabinet gave its approval to Justice Minister 
Shmuel Taxnir’s bill that would proscribe any show of solidarity 
or identification with terrorist organizations. The bill includes a 
total ban on making speeches in praise of the terrorist! 
organizations, displaying their flags and singing their anthems. 

The motives for the cabinet's action are plain enough. It is 
doubtful, however, whether ministers fully thought out the im- 
plications — or, for that matter, whether Mr^Tamir himself did 
so in drafting the measure. 

Mr. Tamlr'a bill is by way of an amendment to the Prevention 
of Terrorism Ordinance, Issued by the Provisional Council of 
State back in 1948. The ordinance was essentially aimed at 
Jewish terrorist organizations. The present amendment is 
patently aimed at Arab supporters of Arab terrorist] 
organizations. This alone could result in some confusion. 

In explaining his purpose to the public, the justice minister 
appeared to suggest that it was necessary to bar public ex- 
pressions of sympathy for such horrors as the Fatah’s coastal 
road massacre in March 1978, while at the same time keeping | 
alive the freedom of debate, even of the merits and demerits of | 
the PLO. This may well be so. 

But tbe PLO supporters among Israel Arabs, mainly on un- 
iversity campuses, whose recent antics obviously led to the 
drafting of this bill, have never openly admitted to backing the 
murder of civilians. They have only professed to championing 
what they portray as the national aspirations of the Palestinian 
people, among whom they count themselves, as expressed by 
the PLO. 

They may be liars, or hypocrites. But the bill isnot intended to 
strike at their thoughts, only at their spoken or suggested words. 
So long as they keep minding their manners, the bill (as inter- 
preted by Mir. Tamlr) is likely to prove ineffective against them. 

If, on the other hand, it is found to be effective, will it also lead 
to the arraignment of Jews who call tbe terrorists “freedom 
fighters," or, spokesmen for Neturei K&rta, who ask to be plac- 
ed under the sovereignty of an all-Palestine PLO state. 

Knesset Members should ponder such questions for the bill is 
plainly a minefield. 

The hand on the till 

ALTHOUGH he would not discuss the matter in public himself, 
sources close to Religious Affairs Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira 
claim that his reason for firing the ministry's director-general, 
Yisrael Lippel; last week was Mr. Uppers bull-headed 
resistance to administrative reform. 

Bold innovator that he is, so the sources argue, Mr. 
Abuhatzeira could no longer suffer Mr. Lippel's hidebound, 
routine bureaucratic practices. 

The explanation leaves the issue of legality rather moot, but 
on its own terms It makes good sense. Thus it accounts for Mr. 
Abuhatzeira’a creeping annexation, over the past three years, 
of Mr. Lippel's administrative province, with the result that the 
director-general lately had almost nothing to do. 

Zt also throws some precious light on the appointment of the 
minister's young bureau chief, David Knoffo, as acting director- 
general. He happens to be Mr. Abuhatzeira’s brother-in-law's 
rather. 

Whether Mr. Lippel's practices were really quite as routine as 
Mr. Abuhatzeira felt them to be, and bis own ideas as in- 
novative, is perhaps open to question. What seems to be beyond 
question is that Mr. Lippel, in unimaginative fashion, insisted 
on strict supervision of the ministry's budgetary outlays. 

This apparently did not sit very well with Mr. Abuhatzeira’s 
plana. For it tended to interfere with bis disbursement of the 
funds among a variety of favoured religious institutions, not in 
conformity with any stale canons of bureaucratic rectitude, but 
in such a way as to enhance the minister’s standing within the 
“Likud u’Tmura” faction of the National Religious Party. 

A study of history Is apt to reveal that this type of Influence 
peddling has been the rule rather than the exception in the 
ministry for religious affairs — as in the interior ministry, 
another long-time NRP stronghold. The only true recent novelty 
has been the doling out of largesse directly by the present chair- 
man of the Knesset finance committee, the Aguda's Shlomo 
Lorincs. 

As it turned out, however, Mr. Abuhatzeira has stubbed Ills 
toe. For Mr. Lippel’s firing has not only caused an immediate 
rift within “Likud u'Tmura", which may affect the minister's 
political future; it has also led to a cry of protest among Israel’s 
Moslem and Christian religious communities. 

The leaders of these communities have come to view Mr. 
Lippel as not only a top expert on their faiths and problems, but 
as a trusted counsel and friend. As such he will surely be hard to 
replace. 

Mr. Lippel has, however, already served one purpose In being 
fired in the underhanded way he was, which is to raise the sim- 
ple question whether, especially at this time of financial 
stringency, the country can afford the sort of profligate 
ministry for religious affairs that NRP politicians want. 

Since the ministry's several departments could easily be 
fitted into some other existing ministry, and religious services 
probably made more efficient as a result, the answer would 
seem to be obvious. But official acknowledgement will have to 
be delayed until such time as the NRP's political power is cut 
down to Its numerical size. 


THE STATE BUDGET has had to 
he cut. and will have to be cut more. 
On that, most sectors In tbe 
economy are agreed. Over the 
question what items of expenditure 
should be cut. disagreement is so 
fierce that the government has 
largely lost its freedom of choice. 

As a result, the new revised 
National Budget for 1980 makes its 
biggest reduction where it should 
have made the smallest — in bi- 
vestment; and that may be a cause 
for serious regret In the future. 

Budgets da not have to be limited 
to a certain size In absolute terms. 
No one prescribes that they have to 
be just so big and no bigger. They 
only have to be kept to a certain 
proportion of total resources. 

There are two ways of achieving 
that aim. One Is to reduce govern- 
ment expenditure by eliminating 
some of Its activities, which Is what 
tbe Treasury is doing. But if the 
Gross' National Product were to 
grow each year at the tremendous- 
pace achieved in the 1990s and 
1960s, it would not be necessary to 
reduce allocations for defence, cut 
the housing programme, abolish 
extra-curricular activities in the 
schools, close mother-and-child 
care stations, and the rest. 

It would be sufficient to prevent 
for a time any increase in these out- 
lays. Keeping the total unchanged, 
or the total per capita unchanged 
(that is, increasing social expen- 
diture In pace with population 
growth), would be sufficient to 
reduce the size of the budget year 
by year as a proportion of the coun- 
try’s expanding resources. 

The choice, in other' words, is 
between reducing government ex- 
penditure and increasing the GNP. 
The government's decision has 
been to reduce expenditure and not 
increase GNP. ' 

THE GNP GREW between 1950 and 
1972 by over 10 per cent annually. 
Since 1978, the year of the Tom Kip- 
pur War and of OPEC's emergence 
on the world scene, the annual 
growth rate has been 2 to 4 per cent. 
Here are figures for Increase in

In 1979, Investment shot up again 
by 16.8 per cent or, if we exclude 
ships and aircraft, 9 per cent. But 
this year the figure is declining. 
The first issue of the national 
budget, the one published in 
February, reduces investment in 
1980 (excluding shipe and aircraft) 
by 7 per cent. The second, amended 
version reduces it by 20.8 per cent. 

In the short term this Is accep- 
table. There la a reduction of de- 
mand on the domestic market, 
justifying a drop in the nation’s in- 
vestments for that market. The 
National Budget states rightly that 
any economic growth must be 
export-led. Investment must be 
concentrated in the ‘export in- 
dustries. 

Moreover, there ore cuts not only 
in Investment Private consump- 
tion is down by almost 4 per 'cent 
per capita. Government expen- 
diture other than for defence has 
been - trimmed by 1.1 per cent. 
Taken altogether, these measures 
represent a creditable step forward 
in the battle against the twin 
monsters of inflation and trade 
deficits. 

However, progress is going to be 
slow — slow enough to create 
problems for tbe future. Pressure 
for higher living standards is 
perpetual. It can be resisted for a 
time, but not for ever. The only way 
to make room for the growth of in- . 
comes Is to Increase output. 

The obstacle preventing the 
growth of investment is that invest- 
ment ’ offers future satisfactions, 
whereas the popular pre s sure is for 
immediate satisfactions. Previous- 
ly, Israel could meet that pressure 
of demand and still leave 
something over for investment But 
In 1980, the country has to pay 81b. 
(ILSOb.) more for its petrol — the 
same quantity of petrol — than in 
1979. This extra charge for one com- 
modity alone is 'almost double 


world Jewry's total annual con- 
tribution to Israel, Including net 
bond receipts (net of bond 
repayments). 

ADD THE GROWING burden of 
defence expenditures, and 
something' has to give. Something 
has given, enough to prevent the 
trade gap from widening this year, 
compared with last. But what gave 
was not only consumption and 
social services,, it was also in- 
vestment; which means that the na- 
tion continues to leash its own 
economic growth. This has a quali- 
ty of the absurd. It could almost be 
said that Israel is cutting off its 
nose to spite its face. 

The error can be remedied only 
by Instituting a change in the pop- 
ular scale of values. This article 
began by stating that there is 
agreement to axe the budget in 
general, but disagreement over 
every particular item chosen for 
reduction, no matter what the te rm 
is. 

If social welfare is chosen, there 
4s an outcry over the hnitlVi Iqjmy 
done to the disabled; if education, 
an entire generation Is being put at 
risk; if defence, tbe country can no 
longer be protected against ita 
enemies (and unemployment will 
be created in the military .in- 
dustries) ; if bousing, young couples 
cannot survive without a roof over 
their heads; if health, the country 
will be overtaken by the plague. 

In every case threats are wielded 
against the government. It you cut 
social welfare, social workers will 
leave the country; 12 education, 
teachers will leave; if housing, 
young couples; if XI JU, aircrews; if 
defence, senior military staff will 
resign from the army. If four 
lifeguards are dismissed • In Tel 
Aviv, tbe entire municipal services 
may grind to a halt 

It is as though budget-cutting 
were a game played by the cabinet 
for Its own self-satisfaction. The 
people see no reason to let them 
have the pleasure. In feet, the peo- 
ple la penalising itself. It forces the 
government, which la well- 
intentioned but feeble to tbe point of 
impotence, to cut where it can. It 
cuts investment — and with it the 
future living standards of the pop- 
ulation. 

THE VALUES that must be 
changed in order to restore the im- 
petus of economic progress in 
Israel are. two. BJrst. ft -mus! be 


recognised that economic needs are 
relative, not absolute. Israel spends . 
a given sum on the social services 
not because that Is the obligatory 
requirement. The -requirement 
could be for morpr much more — 
and Israel would spend room if It* 
could afford to. , 

It has to spend not mom but less, 
because it can only afford less — at 
this moment. As the authors of the 
National Budget observe: “The 
level of public .bxpenditnre on 
education, heslth 'and'welfers has 
been fixed according to needs; 
reflecting lofty-ideals, whilst Insuf- 
ficient attention Is paid to 
possibilities" (their Italics). . 

The second change in values 
derives from the above-mentioned 
phrase “at this moment.'* Less 
should be spent on the social ser- 
[vices not for ever, but at this mo- 
ment. The cut that is sagaciously 
made now will permit a restoration 
of the amputated Hmb in the future; 
and more. One step back will per- 
mit two steps forward. « 

The aim at taking one step back 
in public and private consumption 
is to make room far tide item of ex- 
penditure that has always to have a* 
top priority:, investment. If we 
could devote 30 per cent ‘of our 
resources to increasing our prodoc- 
tive capacity instead of the present 
10 per cent, we would achleve an 8 
per cent growth rate in the GNP In- 
stead of 4 per cent (these are rough 
figures) . That would permit ns to do 
more than just narrow tbe foreign 
trade gap. We would also be able in 
due course to ttorBMc~ua r ou t la y on
